DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 use § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 
U.S.C. 102 that fomfi the basis for the rejections under this section made in this 

Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed 
publication in this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in 
public use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in 
the United States. 

Claims 10, 13 and 18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly 
anticipated by WO 96 10034 A (HIFOOD DISTRIBUTION LIMITED; GIACOMINI 
CRISTANO) See col. 3, line 32 - col. 5, line 30; col 7 line 23-24 along with Figs. 
1-4. The cooking drum appears contained in an axially displaceable manner in a 
service drum. Thus, the structural features of the instantly rejected claims are 
structurally met by the reference. While features of an apparatus may be recited 
either structurally or functionally, claims directed to an apparatus must be 
distinguished from the prior art in terms of structure rather than function. In re 
Schreiber, 128 F.3d 1473, 1477-78, 44 USPQ2d 1429, 1431-32 (Fed. Cir. 1997) 
see also In re Swinehart. 439 F.2d 210, 212-13, 169 USPQ 226. 228-29 (CCPA 
1971); In re Danly, 263 F.2d 844, 847, 120 USPQ 528, 531 (CCPA 1959). 
"Apparatus claims cover what a device is, not what a device does." Hewlett- 
Packard Co. V. Bausch & Lomb Inc., 909 F.2d 1464, 1469. 15 USPQ2d 1525. 
1528 (Fed. Cir. 1990). A claim containing a "recitation with respect to the 
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manner in which a claimed apparatus is intended to be employed does not 
differentiate the claimed apparatus from a prior art apparatus" if the prior art 
apparatus teaches all the structural limitations of the claim. Ex parte Masham, 2 
USPQ2d 1647 (Bd. Pat. App. & Inter. 1987). 

Claims 10, 13 and 18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being clearly 
anticipated by lori (US 6,807.900). Clearly note the U-shaped conveyor chute 
(56) for discharging the foodstuff. Thus, the structural features of the instantly 
rejected claims are structurally met by the reference.
